Chairman's  Message

noticed  near  the  entrance  in  copper  plate  writing  the  word  “Heirport”.  I  refuse  to 
admit  to  a  lack  of  humour. 

Bouquets  for  1977.  (a)  To  those  members  who  attended  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  held  on  a  wet  winters  night  in  June  (b)  to  the  210  members  who 
answered  the  “call  to  the  flag”  and  paid  their  1978  subscription  in  advance.  Like 
“Abu  Ben  Adam”  your  names  stand  printed  here  before  me  in  a  book  of  gold  (c) 
to  the  “Tattersall’s  Men”  who  attended  with  their  wives  and  friends  at  the  Xmas 
Cocktail  Party  and  helped  to  make  it  such  a  wonderful  night.  Suffice  to  say  “a 
good  time  was  had  by  all”  (d)  to  our  Bookmaking  Member  B.A.  (Arthur) 
Browning  who  every  year  presents  each  guest  at  our  New  Years  Day  race  luncheon 
with  a  “Sportsman’s  Diary”.  This  is  a  much  sought  after  diary  and  is  truly 
appreciated  by  the  recipients,  (e)  to  Brian  O’Connor  for  his  assistance  each  year 
to  the  Race  Committee  in  choice  of  trophies  for  our  race  meeting.  This  assistance 
includes  the  “know  how”  plus  the  trophy  at  cost  price.  The  above  includes  a  very 
small  percentage  of  our  4000  members,  however  as  Dr.  Samuel  Johnson  said  “He 
who  praises  everybody  praises  nobody”. 

Boos.  To  those  six  members  who  during  December  each  booked  a  telephone  call 
on  credit. 

I  quote  verbatim  from  my  message  of  September  1976  -  The  ‘Red  Telephone’ 
pay  as  you  talk  was  introduced  into  the  Club  for  convenience  of  members.  This 
month  we  had  two  credit  accounts  with  the  only  expenditure  on  each  being  one 
telephone  call.  Result  booking  of  two  calls  on  credit  cards  by  telephonist,  checked 
by  clerk  in  office,  assembling  for  addressograph  machine  and  postage.  What  a 
gross  waste  of  time  and  labour  —  the  above  six  members  had  no  other  expenditure 
on  their  account  card.  One  wonders  if  they  can  differentiate  between  that  part  of 
the  atomy  which  is  used  for  thinking  and  that  used  for  dancing.  I  am  reluctant  to 
criticize  members,  however  this  is  a  matter  where  “unreasonable  silence  is  folly”. 

In  my  last  message  to  you  I  stated  that  an  important  matter  on  the  Committee 
agenda  was  to  air  condition  the  Club  Room.  Your  Committee  acted  promptly  and 
the  air  condition  was  installed  and  in  full  use  by  the  18th  December,  1977.  By 
this  time  the  cabinet  makers  and  the  carpenters  were  on  holidays.  On  their  return 
in  mid-January  the  cabinet  work  to  enclose  the  units  and  harmonize  with  the 
decore  of  the  Club  Room  will  proceed  forthwith.  There  were  members  who 
complained  —  that  if  the  work  was  necessary  why  so  late  in  the  year?  —  I  like 
members  to  complain,  it  keeps  both  the  Committee  and  staff  on  their  toes.  After 
all  “the  wheel  that  squeaks  the  loudest  is  the  one  that  gets  the  grease”. 

The  answers  to  the  complaints  are  (a)  We  suffered  a  loss  of  $16,000  last  year  (b) 
There  were  4  index  wage  increases  during  1977  (c)  We  had  already  spent  a 
considerable  sum  on  repainting  the  interior  of  the  Club,  altering  the  decor  of  the 
Dining  Room  and  general  maintenance,  (d)  Our  financial  year  commences  on  the 
1st  March  and  our  half-yearly  balance  sheet  was  not  available  until  near  the  end  of 
October.  The  simple  deduction  is  that  if  your  Committee  were  prepared  to  incur  a 
further  expenditure  of  $35,000  they  were  satisfied  that  their  policy  of  a  proper 
use  and  improvement  of  Club  facilities  was  proving  profitable.  Your  Committee 
has  a  simple  philosophy  —  they  do  not  believe  in  a  fate  that  falls  on  men  however 
they  act;  but  they  do  believe  in  a  fate  that  falls  on  them  unless  they  act  — 

Always  remember 

“Time  is  the  coin  of  your  life.  It  is  the  only  one  you  have  and  only  you  can  determine 
how  it  will  be  spent.  Be  careful  lest  you  let  other  people  spend  it  for  you”.
